Don’t Eat l*otato Skin*. 

The skin of a nicely served baked po¬ 
tato is certainly a temptation to any 
who have tasted it, but it is just as well 
to resist the temptation. Quite a large 
percentage of potatoes are shipped in 
from a distance after having been pre¬ 
served, packed away carefully to avoid 
sprouting, which quickly spoils a stack 
of potatoes and leaves them almost 
worthless. In some parts of the country 
sulphuric acid is used to make sprouting 
impossible. The potatoes are dipped 
into a bath with some of the acid dropped 
in, aud as a result the little eyes are 
killed, and any intention of sprouting is 
nipped in tue bud. It is said that the 
acid cannot possibly penetrate the skin, 
xnd this is no doubt true. At the same 
time enough of the }tolson may have 
been absorbed by the skin itself to make 
eating it. even after careful washing, de¬ 
cidedly dangerous.
